•pHERE IS A STORY IN THE MAY 
M issue of The Rotarian which combines human 
with commercial interest to a striking degree. The 
subject is Marshall Field, the business principles upon 
which he built (Sc huge organization in Chicago which 
bean his name, antPhis relations with his’ competitors. 
The company is just completing a building that oc¬ 
cupies 4,000.000 square feet of space and will cost 
$32,000,000; but it will bring hundreds of hs whole¬ 
sale competitors under the same roof with itself. One 
of the superintendents of the concern, with forty-eight 
years' record of service to his credit, explains tha 
policy this way; 

'As pcactioed and proved by Mr. Ftald. competi¬ 
tion la the life of trad* lor a very dlllrrrnt reason 
than that which ordinarily la gieen for It It wa 
can hatp our competitors ana our competitors help 
us. then we all hava done something constructive, 
and that put, tha maximum of tile Into she trade 
ot all ot US.” 

The author of the article in qoestioa gives us an 
insight into the practical application of tha Field 
business philosophy by quoting e conversation which 
took place between the great merchant and the present 
chairman of the board Pf directors, James Simpson, 
thirty-five years ago. In connection with the erection 
of the structure now nearing completion. Mr. Simp¬ 
son was asked why the company was giving such 
advantages to its competitors. For reply he recalled 
the incident. It appears that at that time Mendel 
Brothers wanted to expand their department store, 
skuated in the next block south of Marshall Field and 
Company’s retail store on State Street, Chicago. Mar¬ 
shall Field owned the property between Maude! 
Brothers and Madison Street. The- Mandeb wanted' 
to buy it. Mr. Field asked Mr. Simpson what he 
thought of selling the property to them. 

"It might be disadvantageous to us. it seems to 
me,” Mr. Simpson replied. “Mandela are growing, 
and if they had additional room, they would become 
more serious competitors of our store. Why con¬ 
tribute to- our competition >” .a 

“That is just the reaae*,” replied Mr. Field. “I 
Inte n d to sett them that gr o u nd. One store wriX net- 
make Stale Street the retail centre of Chicago. Either 
there will be a grouping of big retail establishments 
in this area where we are now located, or this will 
not be the section of Chicago wAere people will come 
to make their purchases. So I hope mat Mandela 
will enlarge, and that as many others will come into 
this district as can be induced to do so," So Marshall 
Field sold die real estate to the Mandeb. 

Marshall Field died in 1906, twenty-five years 
after he opened a small store with one clerk, but be¬ 
fore he went to his long rest he was able to survey 
his great triumph. From that small beginning has 
grown up the largest business of its kind in the world. 
And the Rotanan writer concludes his article with the
